One of the outstanding improvements to the Winslow Public School Sys- 
tem was the completion of the Wilson School, formerly the old high school. 


Superintendent ]. E. Zimmerman made arrangements, under the direction 
of the Board of Education, to borrow money from the Santa Fe Railway Com- 
pany to finance alteration and repair of the condemned building, abandoned 
since 1929. Through the cooperation of the Santa Fe and the Board of Educa- 
tion, the building was put in shape for the sum of $40,000, considerably less 
than the cost of a comparable new building. 


A machine shop equipped with $40,000 worth of machinery was obtained 
through War Emergency Training funds. Mr. Strack conducts classes of three 
hour periods for high school boys in the new shop.
